THE THEATRE. 

T'io theatre ia, i( wo may be allowed on 
Americanism, a 11 Brent institution*" Willi 
nil its nbiisos, and they aro many, it has like 
tho press kopt advancing with the time?, 
until at tho present moment it forms as pure 
an indication of civilization na railways, 
electric telegraphs, or oven "stove-pipe" hats. 
The stolidity aud gravity of the English- 
man require a corrective; his maltor-of-tact- 
nosa demands; tho correlative of sentiment, 
and so we havo the drama, the extravaganza, 
and tho pantomime growing with tho growth 
of England, and claiming privileges as great 
in their way as thoao of tho " Lords ami 
Commons." We do not say that the 
play-going characteristic is confined to 
tho inhabitants of Great Britain ; lor no 
country in tho world can boast of more 
theatres than tho United States ; but it is in 
England, or rather in London, that wo see t'.ie 
histrionic talent as well as taste developed to 
tho utmost. There we havo the highest artis 
tio ability employed to place the creations of 
fancy before the public, tho greatest woalth 
to smtain tho theatrical enterprise, and the 
largest as well as the most critical audiences 
to apprcoiato or condemn tho representations. 
Tho theatre is, in fact, tho evening pastime 
of tho population. It has its place the next 
morning in tho columns of the press, jusl as 
tho Court and the Parliament have thoirs. 
Indeed sometimes it obtains a monopoly. 
In a late number of the Daily Telegraph 
•wo havo no less than eleven closely priuted 
oolumns detailing tho performances at tho 
Taiioua theatres on '! Boxing Night" — a 
newspaper enterprise in itself worthy of the 
progress of the ago. First we have Drury 
Lane and with it the pantomino of "Little 
King l'eppin, or Harlequin and Forlunatus." 
Pantomimes tako possession of the stage on 
" Boxing Night," and great is tbe competi- 
tion among theatrical managers to place 
before tho public tho grandest of translor 
mation seenes. " Money ii no object ;" and 
•II that artistic Bki II can do is brought into 
requisition. It is not merely however artis- 
tic skill that is employed, mechanical inge- 
nuity has n wonderful Btrain upon it in 
getting up the elaborate contrivances that 
turn mortals into fairies, and introduce the 
magician's powers on tho stage. " How ina.ny 
hundreds are employed behind tho scenes" 
says the Drury-lana critic, " one does not 
estimate; tho imagination, already weakened, 
perhaps, by Christmas fare, recoils from con- 
templating' a region of innumerable pulleys 
and whoels, and cranks — a gigantic factory 
in the middle of London, with enough chil- 
dren engaged in it to drive into melancholy 
madness the spirit of Mr. John Stuart Mill 
As to tho transformation scene, wo decline 
an attempt to describe the indescribable — to 
narrato how, around the revolving wheel of 
fortune, other wheels revolve, until the whole 
Btage resombles a mass of clockwork manu- 
factured by some fairy Benson, and jewelled 
in innumerable holes— how tho gallery here- 
upon shout with ocstacy so that they have 
scarcely any breath left livo minutes after- 
wards, when lha econo has become more 
beautiljl still — and when the picturo, with 
its revolving wheels, and glittering lights, 
and radiant fairies, and prolusion of nob. bat 
not oxtravagant color is — is, in ono word, 
Boverloy, which tho render will be good 
enough to accept us a term equivalent to all 
the adjectives of admiration that the dic- 
tionaries contain. Lastly, let it be recorded 
tfcit when the inevitable transformation t; 
place the Columbines sra Madame Uoleno 
and Miss L- Morgan, the Harlequins Messrs. 
J. Cormack and Savillo, tho Clowns Messrs. 
II. Boleno and (J. Lauri, and the Pantaloons 
Messrs. Barnes and Morris. " 

Then we havo Covent Garden, where the 
ovor interesting Aladdin appears in the midst 
ol Eastorn enchantment. The scenery 
throughout is characterised as magnificent in 
the extreme. " A street in Canton," says the 
oritic, " is represented with tho shops < pon, 
and traders and customers engaged iu soiling 
and buying, with an nirof reality that almost 
makes ns pauso to ask whether wo havo nol 
boon transported to the native land of Chang, 
Another very charming scene in the Garden 
of Jewels, whero guidon palms are laden with 
ruby pippins nnd pearl pears. The manner 
in which tho Genius of the Lamp — a giant, 
before whom a joint-stock amalgamation of 
Chang and Ar:ak would dwindle into insig- 
nificance — benrs ofl tho Palaco of Aladdin 
to Africa, is a capitally contrived scene. As 
tho Genius soars up with the magnificent 
pile on his shoulders, a calm, moonlit sea is 
revealed beyond with an eflect us startling 
as it is pleasing. The transformation scene 
is a triumph of mechanism as well as ait. 
It would bo almost impossible to describe 
how tho loafy labyrinth gives place to the 
coral deops of n luke on whoso bosom float 
numberless WOler-lillies ; how the lake sub- 
sides, nnd tho branching corals with clusters 
of faya branch out into nn enormous fan ; 
how other fays emerge from pearly shells ; 
nnd how, finally, tho car of I'lxcbus, tho 
Bright Lamp of Day, with its (our pawing 
steeds, mounts in dazzling brilliance ut the 
back of tho vast stage." 

In tho Haymarket, Mr. Sothorti suddenly 
appeared, after a half year's absence, and read 
to tho great amusement of his audience his 
celebrated telegram to " Brothor Sam." 
Offonbnoh's comic opera of " Orphe'j mix 
Enfers," adapted to the English utago by tho 
colobratcd oxliikvogauzu writor, I'luuolic, fol- 
lowed with great success, At the Adelphi, 
"Rip Van Winkle" was taken iu hand by 
Jefferson, and tho Irresistible Toolo nppcou 
iu tho rnthor flit, if not unprofitable character 
ol Jeremiah Plukfl who cornea down lo tho 



euphoniously named town of Oozely-onm« 
Squashville, to marry hi3 early love, and is, 
as usual, too late. At tho I'rincoss'a Mr. 
Georgo Vining continued to placo before tho 
publio tho much abused drama of " Never 
too Late to Mond.'' At the Giympic wo 
havo Miss Braddon's sensational novel of 
" Henry Dunbar." At tho St. Jamea' appears 
a parody on n pantomino entitled " Pleaso 
to Rememhor the Grotto. 1 ' At tho Strand a 
travestie of " L'Afrioaine." At the Princo 
of Wales- a now operatic burlesque extrnvn* 
ganza by Byron entitled " Little Don Gio« 
vanni." In another theatre wo havn a bur- 
lesquo on .lEschylus's "Promethou8 Bound," 
called tho " Man on tho Hock ;" in others 
oxtravngnnzaa and pantomimes, and so on 
tilt the end. In ono and all, howevor, the 
gront feature is the humorous or the grotesque ; 
and it is not to "Boxing Night," howevor much 
tho occasion nay bo dovoted to the ludi- 
crous, these olmractorists are confined. Tho 
" sock" is really chasing the " buskin" from 
the singe. *■ Laughter holding both his sides," 
is driving nway Melpomene. It is tho 
philosophy of the age— stem, iron, and in- 
dexible ns the age may bo termed, — and a 
good philosophy it is. Whatever takes out 
thoughts nway from the caros and schomes 
of lile, brings baok to us again a littlo of tho 
vivacity of our youth and tho innocenco of 
our early thought, shows ua our foibles and 
our folliep, and leads us to tako a moro chari- 
table view of the failings of our neighbora, is 
a recreation well worthy ol commendation. 
Tho drama may bo said to havo degenerated; 
but much as tho tragic masterpieces of the 
great dramatists aro to bo admired, we can- 
not help thinking that tho stage, under the 
impulse of providing merely for tho mirth- 
loving qualities of mankind, will becomo 
purer, its tono more elevated and its inllu- 
onco moro beneficial to all olasses ol 
soeioly.

'shall bo like Jesus before nsccnilin^ Uolgo.- 
tha, wben he prayed in the Garden ol Lieths2- 
mano, and an angel camo, strengthening him. 
I nm too miserubli) lo be compared to .lesm 
Christ; yet I, nlso, shall pray to obtain con- 
solation ; I shall pray lor poor Italy, 
which has been made an unhappy country 
and has been precipita'ed into an abyss o( 
misery, impiety, and irreligion. But 1 am 
departing iroru the subject before mo.

GREAT BNOW STORM IN LONDON 



The first bhow of tho Boason fell in London 
on Thursday morning, thu llth Jur.unry, and 
from the temperature of early autumn tho 
Londoners havo been all at onco plunged into 
tho depth of wintor. Wednesduy morning 
wiis tho first on which ice has beon formed in 
London, but though the air was Bharp iu 
tho morning C7ery vestige ol froBt had disap- 
peared beforo noon, and thu dull hybrid eort 
ol weather, noither autumn nor wintor, which 
wo havo experienced ever since tho brcuking 
up of tho summer in October, seemed to be 
returning. Aftor midnight, howevor, tho 
wind shifted from tho north west to the north- 
east, and Bnow began to fall iu great quanti- 
ties, continuing without interruption or abate- 
ment to tho middle ol tho day. Tho streets 
became blocked up, nnd it was only wilh 
great difficulty that thu omnibuses and oilier 
vehicles could make their way. The snow- 
storm was attended with a very high wind, 
and drifts accumulated in some parts of tho 
suburbs to the depth of several feet. Thu 
never j railway trains wero much delayed, and the 
telegraph wires appoarod to bo broken down 
on nil the lines running into London, as well 
as those of the London District Company, 
which in many parts of tho town fined no 
hotter. In Great Gcorgo-slreet, Wostminster, 
f a lion wires wore entwined round severul 
lamp posts, and in Regent- street they wero 
hanging from ono ond lo tho other, and tho 
drivers ol vehicles had to remove them on 
ono side in order to pass. Similar damage 
was expeiienccd in tho Euston Hoad, Blaok- 
Iriars Hoad, Earringdon Road, aud in most of 
tho leading thoroughfares in Iho city in some 
eases the lamps being completely carried

Many trees were so 
loaded with snow that ever and nr.uu large 
limbs wero forced oil, nnd Bent falling upon 
the highway. Largu flocks of wild ducks, 
teal, and widgeon hovered aboui on the 
riuirey eide of tho Thames, as if driven by 
stress of weather, ultimately Hying towards 
tho south const. Tho redwings, fieldfares 
and larks were in myriads. Iu Iho course ol 
tho day o thaw set in. 

Tho dainago lo Iho telegraph wires and 
posts along poitions of tho H rent Western 
Railway was very great, miles of wire be- 
tween Langley, .Slough, Tuplow, Reading, 
and Wallinglord having been borne down. 
All telegraphic communication between 
London and theso points was consequently 
destroyed. At Slough the wires lie tnuglcil, 
broken, and strewn over tho station, works 
and buildings in tho greatest disorder. The 
telegraph wires upon thu London and .South- 
western Railway had been also greatly 
damaged, mote especially between Ihe Wind- 
sor terminus, near tho Home Park, und Ihe 
Datchet, Wraysbury, and Slains stations o 
the Richmond and Windsor branch line, lit - 
tween Mori lake and Iiarnos the weight of 
snow upon tho wires actually tore down tho 
the posts, and the wires nnd posts luy upon 
tho common. From Barnes lo Putney 
twisted and broken wires might also be seen 
in pitiablo eonluaion, while at Wandsworth 
telegraph pules nnd wires wero leaning 
against tho root of one of tho houses.— Eir. 
Times. 



WEST COABT OP AFRICA. 

Tho African mail steamer Athenian ar- 
rived in the Mersey on the 'Jth. The Atheniao 
experienced iho full lorco of the recent tre- 
inondous gales, und ou Ihe morning of the 8ih 
a soamau was swept overboard, and all efforts 
to save him were without avail. Business 
advices Irom the African coast ore generally 
unfavorablo. 

At Dross and Now Cnlabar, on the 19th ol 
November, tho natives ol New Calabar made 
a raid on tho Dross men, through Calabar 
Creeks, and returned on ihe 'I'.ld November 
wilh 37 piisonors. On the 24th of November 
a great '' play" was held in Calabar town, 
and all tho prisoners were killed and oaten. 
After death the bodies were cut np and di- 
vided amongst Iho chiefs nccording tn tho 
number taken by each war canoe, Trade 
was consequently stopped. 

Advices from Lagos state that the roads ol 
Absokuta had been ugain closed, this time 
by tho natives, and it was expected that three 
months would olapsu before they wero again 
openud lor trade. Tho amount ol busiuess 
done during tho month exceeded that of auy 
previous monlh in tho year. 

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE . 



Tho Diamond Company's stoamor Albany 
arrived nt Falmouth on the 9th from the 
Capo of Good Hope, having left Algoa Bay 
on tho 3d December ; Mossel Hay, 5th ; 
Table Day, Uth ; St. Helena, 17th ; und Ma- 
deira on the 4th inst: 

Her Majesty's ship Valorous was in Table 
Hay, and li:o Spiteful in Funchal Bay. 

Trade had somewhat revived at Algoa Day 
in consequence of tho favorable wool season. 

Thero bad been continuous and destructive 
drought in muny districts of the colony, and 
distress e.mung thu unemployed at Cape 
Town. 

The war between tho Orange Free State 
and tho Iiasutos conlinued without any 
definite result, tho British Government not 
interfering. A conlerence had been held 
between the authorities nnd Tambookies, the 
latter being unwilling to remove from Ihe 
borders ol the colony across ihe Ivei, as pro- 
posed by tho Govornor. 

Tho Union Company's steamor Duno was 
wrecked, with entire loss of cargo, ut Capo 
Recife, Algoa Day, on (he 1st ol December ; 
passengers and ciew saved. The coasting 
steamer Kadie and the bark Elheldrida, from 
Samarang, had boon wrecked, us woll as l he 
burk F.Blerios, at Kowia Harbor. 

Tho Simla, from Bombay for Liverpool, 
was sighted on fire, supposed to bu irom 
spontaneous combustion of jute, iu 1 a t . 4 N. 
20 W., by tho Star of India, which vessel 
remained by her lor eomo time, and took oil 
her crow and transferred them off the Capu 
lo a French brig bound lo St. Helena, at 
which [dace they were landed on tho 1 Gil) ol 
December ; all well.
